and in consequence thereof, and having 
meanwhile succeeded to his father’s barony, 
was attainted by act of parliament in 1714 
as A traitor. 

If I lay stress on this fact it is because a 
widespread impression prevails, even in Eng- 
land, to the effect that the barony of Bal- 
four of Burleigh was attainted on account of 
the fifth baron’s murder of Schoolmaster 
Stenhouse, whereas the forfeiture of his 
peerage was due to his participation in the 
Jacobite rebellion. 

He never married, and his elder sister, 
Margaret, to whom he owed his escape 
from the death of a criminal, likewise died 
unmarried, the other remaining sister, Mary, 
becoming the wife of Gen. Bruce of Kennet, 

Her great-grandson was the late Robert 
Bruce of Kennet, member of parliament for 
County Clackmannan, and it is his only son, 
Alexander Bruce, who in 1868 obtained a re- 
versal of the attainder and the recognition of 
the committee of privileges of the house of 
lords and of the crown, to his rights as the 
prineipal heir of the fifth Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh’s younger sister. 

He is now, therefore, the sixth peer of his 
line and occupies his seat in the house of 
lords by virtue of his election as one of the 
representative peers of Scotland. 

He is; married to a sister of Lord Aber- 
deen, has several children, including a couple 
of sons, the elder of whom bears the title of 
master of Burleigh, and served with distinc- 
tion with the Sutherland Highlanders 
throughout the South African war, 

He has always stood particularly high in 
the good graces of the prince and princess of 
Wales, and, under the circumstances, it is. 
only natural that the heir apparent should 
have appointed him to the highest office in 
his gift—that is to say, of lord warden of the 
stannaries. 

— 


The stannaries were formerly courts Of law 
in Cornwall and Devonshire. In olden times, 
and until the close of the reign of Queen 
Victoria, the tin miners of Cornwall and 
Devonshire enjoyed a sort of autonomous 
administration of justice, and instead of 
Heilng amenable to the ordinary tribunals 
had courts of their own, dating back to the 
reign of King Alfred, and which were known 
as the stannagries, the name being derived 
from stannaria, which is the Latin for 
tin mines. 

When in the twelfth century the heir ap- 
parent to the throne of England became 
duke of Cornwall, the flef being vested for- 
ever in the eldest son Of the sovereign, the 
presidency of all the stannaries within the 
boundaries of the duchy and also in Devon- 
shire was placed in his bands, and he was 
endowed th the title of grand justiciar. 
From that time forth each prince of Wales, 
in his capacity as duke of Cornwall and 
grand justiciar, has dedicated the executive 
presidency of the stanndries to some peer of 
the realm, who bears the title of lord warden 
of the stannaries, and who figures as such 
as the chief dignitary of the heir apparent’s 
household. 

During the last few decades, however, the 
mining tndustry of Cornwall has rapidly 
waned, and inasmuch as the stannary courts 
were closely associated therewith, they, too, 
tell Into such desuetude that just before the 
death of Queen Victoria they were abolished. 

But the title of grand justiciar of Cornwall 
remains and also that of lord warden of the 
stannaries is perpetuated by the appoint- 
ment just made of Lord Balfour of Burleigh. 

Lord Ducie, who has just resigned it, is an 
old man, nearer 90 than 80, and Ts descended 
from Sir Robert Ducie, who was lord mayor 
of London in 1681, and who, as banker of 
King Charles I., advanced large sums to that 
ill fated monarch, which have never been re- 
paid to this day. At his ancestral home, 
known as Tortworth court, Faifield, is the 
oldest Spanish chestnut in the united king- 
dom, which had long passed the sapling age 
as far back as the reign of King Mephen,

Toledo, O., April 14.—If the first day's ses- 
gion of the conference between the bitu- 
minous coal miners and opérators of Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois is any 
criterion, the entire meeting will be peace- 
able and harmonious. The differences exist- 
ing between the. two factions are now In. the 
hands of the scale committee and will be 
thrashed out behind closed doors tomorrow. 

The only break in today’s session was the 
acousation made by Delegate Kelly of the 
Ijinois miners against the operators, say- 
ing that the operators of Indiana, Ohio, and 
Pennsylvania were in collusion with those 
of Illinois, and for that reason the Illinois 
operators were absent from the conference. 

Kelly protested against the action takep 
by the conference in placing only one miner 
from Illinois on the scale committee, say- 
ing that the delegates from Illinois should 
have as much to say as the delegates from 
any other state, and that the fact that the 
Illinols operators were absent was not the 
fault of the miners. 

It was at this juncture that Kelly accused 
the operators, He was rebuked by Thomas 
Léwis, president of the Mine Workers, and 
later retracted his statements, 

From the outset it was evident that both 
factions were desirous that everything be 
harmonious. Both the miners and operators 
conceded points for the sake of harmony. 

Illinois was represented by fifteen miners 
and no operators.

Mayor of Highland Park Again Writes 
to the Club Asking Its Co-operation in 
Reasoning with Lawbreakers. 


Expressing the hope that other north shore 
cities may follow the example set by High- 
land Park in appealing frankly to Chicago

This I belleve can be done by co- 
operation, but never from antagonism.“

for choice handy weight stock and 100 lower for 
plain quality half-fat offerings. It was evident 
in all departments that arrivals for the next week 
or ten days will have to be Id down haré or 
buyers will ride roughshod and force values down- 
ward faster than they recently advanced. In 
the lamb department the $8.00 notch has long 
since been out of circulation, and today saw the 
$6.00 hog practically eliminated, the bulk of the 
good desirable swine being taken at 66.8808 88. 
Traders were of the opinion that hogs have seen 
the top for some time, as shippers have become 
indifferent buyers and - packers claim to have 
enough stock on hand to supply the fresh meat 
trade for a good period at the present rate of 
consumption. Receipts of cattle bo far this week 
show decreases of 11,000, compared with the same 
period a year ago, but they were sufficient to meet 
all requirements and traders said that had ar- 
rivals continued up to the movement of previous 
weeks the $7.00 steers would also have been a 
thing of the past.

Refuse to Be Enlightened. 


It is of interest to note that some of the 
opponents of the reserve feature of the Ald- 
rich bill are still quoting the $1,000,000,000 
contraction in credit absurdity thet the na- 
tion banks put forth, based on old figures 
altogether inapplicable and erroneous. The 
Aldrich bill only requires an increase of 2 
per cent in the cash reserves of the country 
banks and 1.38 per cent in the n reserve 
of the reserve cities. 

The country banks on Feb. 14 nad 18.05 
per cent more lawful money on hand than 
the Aldrich bill requires, while the reserve 
cities had 9.54 per cent more than the bill 
requires. In spite of these officials facts 
opponents of an increase in the reserves 
continue to predict the disaster which would 
happen on Jan. 1, 1900, when the Aldrich 
bill is supposed to go into effect.. They make 
no inquiry in the actual situation and are 
unaware that the banks have mere than 
complied with the requirements of the Ald- 
rich bill and have at the same time $131,000,- 
000 more in deposits than they had on the 
3 the local national banks used for 
8 
billion dollar contraction in credits which 
was declared would take place in the event of 
the Aldrich bill becoming a law. 


Coffee Valorization. 


Fault is beginning to be found with the 
coffee valorization plan of Brazil. One firm 
of New York dealers has issued a circular 
in which it says, among other things: 

Persistent liquidation in Europe and con- 
centrated selling here have brought values 
down to the lowest. point in many months.
